1 . (Amended) An electro-optical glazing structure [having scattering and transmission modes of 
operation for selectively scattering and transmitting electromagnetic radiation, respectively, said 
electro-optical glazing structure] comprising: 

an electro-optical glazing panel [of laminated construction] including liquid crvstal 
material interposed between a pair of opticallv-transparent float-glass substrates, said electro- 



optical glazing panel having an electricallv-switchable scattering mode of operation and 



electricallv-switchable transmission mode of operation [having first and second optical states of 



operation]; and
